( A. J Claims 1-33, 48-52, 56-58 and 100-125, drawn to method and system for 
distributing of energy to portable hydrogen fuel cell powered devices, 
classified in class 429, subclass 12. 

B. Claims 34-47, drawn to system for automatically negotiating the purchase 
of electricity, classified in class 705, subclass 37. 

C. Claims 53-55, drawn to method of distributing electricity to a grid by 
selecting certain type of generators, classified in class 290, subclass 1R. 

D. Claims 59-99, drawn for communicating energy transfer request and 
transferring energy in response to the request, classified in class 705, 
subclass 412. 

4. Inventions A, B, C and D are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other 
if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention A has utility 
separate from that of B, C and D, as generating of Hydrogen for a chemical industry, 
invention B has utility separate from that of inventions A, C and D, such as 
conducting a bidding process, invention C has utility separate from that of inventions 
A, B and D, such as reducing atmospheric pollutants, and invention D has utility 
separate from that of A, B and C, such as providing a utility to a resedential area.
